carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person.or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks: ` 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said: 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of ‘the circuit court 
proof of such publication.”
